SCHOLARSHIP CAMPAIGN OPENS 



A campaign for increased gov- 
ernment scholarships to university 
students opens lioro today. 

McGill students will bo naked to 
sign a petition prepared by the 
local committee of the National 
Federation of Canadian Unlvcrsity 
Students asking for immediate ac- 
tion by both Federal and Provincial 
governments to increase the num- 
ber and value of scholarships open 
to Canadian students. 

I'ctition 

The petition, which will be cir- 
culated among students in all 
^, faculties today, or during the next 
few days, reads as follows: 

"Whereas,- there are many 
university students in real 
need of financial aHKÎstnnce, 
and still more peuple anxious 
f to attend university who are 
prevented from doins so liy 
financial necessity, and 

"Whereas, the cost of at- 
tendinK imiviTsily has been 
rising more rapidly than the 
earning power of students, and 



"Whereas, in Canada only 
:<% of the people age 15 to 21 
attend university us compared 
with 16% of that age group in 
the United States, and 

"Whereas, ii is a loss to our 
national life whenever anyone 
nlinndons or docs not enter 
university for financial rea- 
sons, 

"He il resolved, that we the 
students of McGill University 
favour immediate action hy 
federal and provincial govern- 
ments to increase llic number 
and value of scholarships to 
university students." 

Nation-Wide 
The campaign at McGill is part 
of a nation-wide campaign for 
government scholar.ships, directed 
by the NFCUS Committee at the 
University of Toronto. 

Varsity Survey 
According to surveys from a 
representative one per cent of stu- 
dents nt the Unlvcrsity of Toronto, 
2% of Varsity students have drop- 



ped out for financial reasons; tiic 
earning power of male students, 
lias (rune down 10% in the last 
year, and the average man can 
only cam about one half the 
amount ncc<Icd to finance a year at 
college. Women, on the average, 
earned only half as much as male 
students, according to the same 
survey. 

President's Support 
Marv Gameroff, President of 
the Students' Society, expressed 
the strongest suport for the cam- 
paign in a statement to The Daily: 
"I hojie that every student 
will give the .McGill NFCUS 
Committee their support and 
co-operati<m in every way pos- 
sible during the campaign. 
Increased aid lo students in 
the form of srliolarships is a 
vital necessity in Canada, and 
it is our rcsponsil)iIity as stu- 
dents lo do everytliing we can 
(o achieve it, I wish NFCUS 
the best of Inck."

Ott.iwa, Nov. 29: — A delega- 
tion of five men, Doiij;las Burns, 
president of NFCUS, Peter .Mar- 
tin, vice president of the Ontario 
region. Bill Angus, president coun- 
cil Toronto, Antonio Enriquoz, past 
president of NFCUS, J. Yves 
Pilon, general secretary NFCUS, 
met with Prime Minister St. Lau- 
rent on Monday to present a brief 
to him, in. nation-wide appeal for 
more and larger government scho- 
larships and bursaries. 

When the delegates entered the 
Prime Minister's office, he had al- 
ready read the brief. Ills first com- 
ment was that the fo<!ei-nl govern- 
ment could not, and would nul, vio- 
late provincial rights in this mat- 
ter. Tlic plan, as proposed, entailed 
a large expenditure which coulil 
not be justil'ied in the immediate 
future. However, he made n defi- 
nite promise to i)resent a separate 
copy of the brief to every one of 
his colleagues in the Cabinet. The 
Canada Council was not discussed, 
as such, but consensus of opinion 



was that Mr. St. Laurent was re- 
ceptive to the idea. The next ses- 
sion of Parliament will deal with 
a Canada Council bill. NFCUS, in 
presenting the brief, took the pro- 
pel- channel, and can rest assure<l 
that their arguments will he used 
in the debate on Canada Council. 

The Prime Minister emphasized 
that humanities should receive the 
same support at graduate level as 
scientific research projects. Al- 
though undergraduate education is 
strictly in the department of the 
provincial governments, the Fed- 
eral Government does and will 
continue to subsidize post-grnd 
work. 

Doll^,'las Burns commented, "In 
initiating this action, wc desire to 
obtain the Prime Minister's views 
on tlie proper method of procedure. 
The Prime Minister agreed that 
we used the projjcr channels, and 
in doing so, we have his api>roba- 
batlon." 

The Prime Minister's personal 
feeling was expressed when he said.

UNIVERSITIES 
AND SOCIETY 

By Hersh Segal 

The Canadian university is an extension course for the training 
of good citizens to live the liberal Canadian life. Since campus society 
is not different from the "outside world", but only an underdeveloped 
miniature of it, we can observe university institutions which parallel 
tho.se of our outside society. In the ll'jeral Canadian society citizens 
wlio vote arc giving their consent to some man to look after their 
interests, reserving the riglit to become indignant if anything should 
go wrong. The rest of their activity takes place in private clubs and 
other organizations. 

Now visualize tiic .McGill campus where few vote for their SEC 
representatives, and of tliose wlio do vote there are few who care. 
Political clubs are usually run by innocents, do-gooders, or ambitious 
social science students; und real organizational life i:^ carried on. by 
fraternities (later to be Rotary clubs and Lodges) and other private 
and sometimes exclusive groups. 

On a Higher Level 

Some students may object saying that our campus organizations 
are on u "higher" level than organizations in Canadian society. In 
reply I need only point to a great deal of McGill Daily joumalism 
and compare it to be the sensationalist press. I need only mention the 
criidc public school methods of obtaining discipline in some science 
and Latin cliisscs, :md even in Knglisli courses. I might further men- 
tion the ability of the majority of our student body to lose themselves ^ 
in a sport event to a degree which is fantastically out of proportion 
within the context of the idea of a university. And so on. 

My conclusion is not that the situation as I have described it Is 
deplorable but simply that it exists; i.e. university equals society. 

It Hardy Kxist.s 

What of the political consciou.sness of tlie McGill student? It i.s 
equal to that of the citizen in our liberal Canadian society. It hardly 
exists. By political consciousness we refer to the individual's interest 
in tl'.L» .«liaping and canyin^^ out of actual government policy in both 
the domestic and international splicrcs. "Well," the cliorus <lcmnnds, 
"has not our liberal method of mudiilii:;; Ihrougli, of trial and eiTor, 
|)roduccd a happy prosperous society, one that has resisted the danger 
of an intellectual elite imposing its ideas to the extent of rostrictinff 
the mass' freedom? Is it not better to be inefficient and free than 
efficiently ruled ? What then is wong with allowing this same pattern f 
of society to exist in the iinivoisity ?" 

.\n Kxciise for lrresp<msil)illty 

I won't even iirctcnd to be able to answer the alwvc. I would only 
caution those who gleefully welcome this philosophy of trial and 
error that it gives irrcsposibility an excuse to exist under the category 
of ''eiioi". AI>o tluit our good foilune up until now might have been 
just that — good fortune. Fortune vacilatcs unpredictably, but it can 
be somewhat controlletl if an effort is made to understand it. 

Two Other Types 

Excluding Communist controlled universities, we may generally 
see two other ideas of a university community which differ from the 
Canadian one. In underdeveloped areas students are politically' cons- 
cious, for i/ivious icasons, and active leaders in their rcsjjcctivo so- 
cictic.>. On the otlior hand, the European student is traditionally re- 
cognized as a student member of society, a member of an elite who 
should, as a result of the amount of time he devotes to study, be 
capable of producing "better" ideas on various topics, including the 
organization of society.

with a first class nveruKe and won an alumni scholarship for it. 
Ills feuts after lenvint; McGill (Sloan was offered and alliletic 
scholarship -to attend Michigan University aiid left McGill to study 
there) arc even nioic impressive. As an 18 year old this past Summer, 
he pained a berth on tl\c> Canadian British Empire (James tiack and 
readiod tlic .semi-finals of llit' ([Uarter mile heats witli a si/.zlinK -18.5 
seconds time. Currently ho is considered one of Canada's outstanding 
prospects for the next Olympics. 

Hecause of his athletic ways, Sloan has, at one litiio or anollior 
befriended most of Kastern Canada's high school and college 
athletes and so could speak with somclauthority on Ihc alhlctlc 
subsidiziitiun sel'-up now exIstinR at Canndïnn Universities. When 
asked if there was any doiibl in his mind that aihielcs were re- 
ceiving financial assistance from Universities other than McGill 
in the CIAU, his answer was an emphatic "No". 

Ife went, on to .-.ay tiiat Gary Sclii'eider, Queen's Univeisity's 
speedy halfback and placement specialist is definitely bcint; :>ubsidizcd 
for iilayinff witli thot Gaels. Schreidcr, whose reputation as a trackster 
cxci'ctls even his faniu on tlic idiion, had suvoial offeis fiom Auu' 
rlcan .■i;-hools Hiul cho.-ie (Juui n's l)c'cause ho was nettiiij; a 'l)ettei- deal'. 
In fact, continued Sloan, most Canadian atlili'li-.s now com- 
petinR in the States, whom he has talked to, have said that Ihc 
Canadian schools had approached them with better offers than 
till' imes they now have. The reason they still clio.sc Ihc Slates 
»a.s the promise of better coaching and competition. 
Sloan speaks of an offer by one of tlie Canatiian Tliree to transpoj i 
wliole of Ace Pcroival's Toronto Sport Club, whicli included among 
other track greats, the same Gary Schriedei-, Don Aitkcn, Pete Sutton 
and Ilicli Fergc.son, to track meets across the country if ihc members 
were willing to attend that University after high school graduation. 
That deal, fortunately, never did lilossom into rcalit}'. 

Zeno Karcz, .^lichigun footballer and a personal friend of 
Sloan's, has admitted that he had received offers fnmi Western 
before coming to Michigan. Johnny llauch is another similar 
example, llauch was to be subsidized at Western but failt'd l<> pass 
I'rench in his high school years and couldn't be adiiiillid. lie is 
now at Michigan w here French is not a rc(|Uired entrance credit. 
Ken Bottoms, a promising discus specialist now at Michigan, 
could have gone 'to Western with financial aid but chose Michigan 
because of greater chances to improve in his field. John Koiiisol is a 
boy tluit did it the otlier way. Kamse! failed to Ijcep uj) a ims.^ir.g gra<ie 
at .Mifliigan and so lost liis .scholursliip. He is now at Western wliere 
he ^recently garnered points for the Mustangs in the intercollegiate 
track and fiekl meet. 

The type of athlete subsidization offci-ed by the other schools com- 
peting' in the CI.\1J take the form of alumni grant.-;. There is nothing 
anyone can do if the University alumni wants to pay a Imy's way 
througli college. Tlie luaetiee lias certainly improved the league from 
the calibre of play sUmdiioint. What we disapprove of is the fact 
that these <lcalings are all made under the table and kept secret — 
as much lus jwssible, tli:it is.
